Ihe Times of Friday contained the following
telegram from Washington:—

“Chiel Justioe Chase, Mr. Seward, Governor Ran.
dall, Mir, MoCoiloch, and Mr. Browning had a long
consultation with the Prosident on Lhursaay, It is
believed that this meeting was for eonsuitation upon
an efort now making by leading men of all parties
to induce the President, in congrderajon of a genernd
amnesty, fo indure the poople ar the "south to accept
universal suffrage, with gualification vither of pro-
perty ar intettigence. Prominont Southern men are
co-operating with Repoblicans and Demoorats in
this cfiort,”

How much of this sintement is conjecture
merely. we have no means of fulging, We enn.
not doubt, howevet, that considerate and judi-
clous men of all partles, who are “eekine the
welfare of the country rather than the promo-
tion of pur'y schemes, are united and sincere in
desimog » epeeidy =olution of our national
troubles—ihe restorntion of the Union at the
carliest moment possible by the admission to
Congre== of representatives frow all the States
which compose it

Nor can any one doubt the ability of the Pre.
sident to bring about this result, It msy be true
that the Constitution gives him uo power directly
to interfere with it; bat it s equally true that
the moral power of his oflice and his personal
relations 10 the Southern States do actnally give
him an induence fully ndequate 1o its full and
satisiaclory settlement, The Southern States
lean on him s their Jast and vuly hope.

tered and hopelessly powerless, The” Presidoent
has interposed in thelr benall with the most
positive and invineible courage, and is regarded
by them, with good rensou, a8 the only otticial
power from which they have hope of aid and
regciie,  This bas made him potentinl with
them, His opirion, his advice, s wishes natu
rally weigh more with them than the Hercest
menuces of the Republican extremists, or the
blaudest promices of the moribund Democracy.
If the President, thevefore, should come to the
